As Viewed By The Cumberland 
County News. 



We are infomed, through a reliable 
source, that jColumbia has "backed 
square down" on her proposition to 
build her share of the pike to Greens- 
burg. Our informant stated that 
Greensburg has raised her share of the 
money and put it up to Columbia to do 
likewise wheri they (Columbia) refused 
to do anything of the kind. Greens- 
burg then told Columbia if Adair coun- 
ty would build five miles of the pike 
Green county would built the remain- 
ing portion. Columbia gently informed 
them they could do nothing of the kind 
and as a last resort Greensburg said 
they would build the entire line them- 
selves as they were determined to have 
the pike This is the same Columbia 
that "proposed" to join Cumberland 
county in a pike. Burkesville sent a 
committee to investigate their ' 'propo- 
sition" and it required about thirty 
minutes of said commitees time to dis- 
cover that Columbia was more than 
willing to "talk" about pikes if some 
one else would build them, but when 
the time came to talk about the 
nances required for said undertaking 
Columbia was not there. It seems to 
us that Bro. Harris of The News and 
Bro. Stapp of The Spectator have not 
been treated right in the matter, as 
they were given to understand that Co- 
lumbia wanted pikes and her citizens 1 
were ready to help build them, and 
with this belief they published state- 
ments which led to the matter being 
taken up by other towns that compell- 
ed Columbia to show her hand. 

The News is correct in the above 
statement. Not only has Columbia 
"flunked" but the Adair Fiscal Court 
as well. This body has decided that 
Adair's roads are good enough, and con- 
fidentally, we expect they will build a 
wall around the county at the next 
term.

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ROAD PROPOSITION. 



* Whereas for the past several years 
the clamor for good roads has been 
very great from all parts of the county, 
and whereas, the tax-payers of the 
county have come to realize that mon- 
ey spent in making and maintaining 
good highways, is the most profitable 
investment that could be made from 
the stand point of a county : 

Be it resolved by the Columbia Com- 
mercial Club that the following sytem 
of building and improving the highways 
of Adair County, which system has 
been carefully worked out, be present- 
ed to the Adair Fiscal Court for its 
consideration at the April term, 1907, 
and that a committee be appointed by 
this Club to present said system to the 
Court, and to urge that the Court 
adopt and put same into execution 
The said system set out in full was as 
follows: 

That, the Fiscal Court make the fol- 
lowing propositions to the citizons of 
Adair county who are interested in 
good roads: That in the year 1907. 
Adair county will build two miles of 
pike on each of three of the follow- 
ing roads, viz., Columbia and Greens- 
burg, Columbia and Gradyville road, 
Columbia and Burkesville road, Colum- 
bia and Jamestown roai', Columbia ar.d 
Somerset road and Columbia and Stan- 
ford road. On account of amount of 
traffic and number of peoble accommo- 
dated, said two miles of pike to begin 
at the corporate limits of Columbia, 
and extend two miles, provided that 
the citizens or persons directly inter- 
ested in each of said roads shall sub- 
scribe and secure the payment of $300 
per mile towards the construction of 
same. The first three of the above 
named roads which shall file their sub- 
scription list amounting to the sum 
of $300 per mile, with the County 
Judge, said list or amount thereof to be 
secured and same approved by the 
County Judge, shall be awarded two 
miles of pike, each to be built in the 
year 1907. And hereafter any of the 
roads above named having no pike, or 
or tne ones having the least mileage of 
pike shall be given the preference in 
building pike, when they shall have 
raised their subscription as above re- 
quired. And provided further that 
.'-aid proposition shall be accepted by 
the citizens, and their subscription lists, 
properly secured, be filed with the 
County Judge by the 1st day of May 
1907; and that in the event only one of 
said roads accepts said proposition by 
the first day of May, then the road so 
accepting shall be given ten days fur- 
ther time to file an additional subscrip- 
tion list amounting to $300 per mile for 
either one or two additional miles, and 
if such condition be complied with, 
then the County shall build one or two 
additional miles of pike for said road 
of provided for by said additional sub- 
scription. 

Whereas the kind of pike required 
depends on the amount and nature of 
traffic that goes over same, the Court 
divides pikes into three classes, A, B, 
C, and will hereafter classify the roads 
to be piked. The pikes of the A class 
shall be built according to the follow- 
ing specifications: The grade shall be 
16 feet wide, as nearly smooth as prac- 
ticable, and be 8 inches higher in center 
than at outside edge of road bed. The 
metal on said roads shall be 12 feet 
wide and 12 inches deep, placed on road 
bed in two layers or stratas as follows; 
bottom layer shall be 7 inches deep and 
consist of hammered stone broken so as 
to pass through a five inch ring, and 
spread uniformally. The second or top 
layer to consist of crushed stone five 
inches deep spread uniformally. The 
metal after so placed shall be shoul- 
dered with dirt so as to prevent same 
from spreading. And said road shal 1 
have a clear right-of-way of at least 40 
feet, and all fences and obstructions 
moved therefrom. 

Pikes of the B class shall be built ac- 
cording to the following specifications: 
the road shall be 16 feet wide, and be. 
fore metal is placed thereon, shall be 8 
inches higher in center than at outside 
edges, and slope regularly from center 
to outside edges. The outside edges of 
said road shall not be less than 8 
inches above the bottom of the ditches 
at each side of the road, and said 
ditches to be not less than two feet 
wide at the bottom. The metal on said 
pike shall be 10 feet wide and 10 inch- 
es deep, and same to be placed in two 
layers or stratas as follows: the first, 

L bottom layer to be uniformally 6 
les deep of stone broken so as to 
pass through five inch ring, and sec- 
ond, or top layer, to four inches deep 



uniformally, of crushed stone, and said 
metal to be so shouldered with dirt as 
to prevent same from spreading. And 
said road shall have a clear unobstruct- 
ed right-of-way of at least 25 feet. 

Pikes of the C class shall be accord- 
ing to the following specifications: 
Road bed shall at no place be less than 
one foot above the bottom of ditches on 
each side of same, and said ditches 
to be at least two feet wide at the 
bottom. The metal shall be 8 feet wide 
and consist of one layer 7 inches deep 
of crushed stone or stone broken so as 
to pass through a three inch ring, or 
clean clear gravel, and said metal shal| 
be shouldered with dirt so as to prevent 
it from spreading. And it is further 
specified that pikes of all 
have culverts where the 
quires them. 

It is further recommended that the 
road beds for said pikes shall be graded 
by the county under the supervision of 
the Road Supervisor, and that he re- 
duce all acute grades to the lowest 
practicable limits, either by cutting 
down or by changing a road bed, and 
that the putting of metal on said roads 
shall be done by contract with the low' 
est bidder who shall make bond for the 
faithful performance of said contract 
as required by law. The said contract 
to be let by the mile, the length of 
bridges along the way not to be count- 
ed. The said contract for putting met- 
al on roads shall be let to the lowest 
and best bidder as per specifications 
above set out, by the Road Supervisor 
and County Judge acting in conjunc- 
tion after said contracts have been ad- 
vertised for one month in each of the 



said crusher and engine be. paid for out 
of the road levy of 1907. 

It is further recommended to the 
Court that it make the following prop- 
osition to the citizens in any part of 
the county : That upon any of the coun- 
ty roads in Adair County where gravel 
is accessible, that in the year 1907, if 
the citizens along any road will organ- 
ize and file their petition with the 
County Judge and bind themselves to 
put gravel on the county road 8 feet 
wide and 7 inches deep, the county un- 
der the supervision of the Supervisor 
will grade and prepare said road for 
the gravel and will pay to said peti- 
tioners the sum of $100 per mile for 
graveling same provided same is 
graveled according to the specifications 
above named and approved, after in- 
spection, by the County Judge and Su- 
pervisor, and that said money be paid 
out of the levy of 1907; and provided 
too that no less than one mile be so 
graveled, though not nesessarily a 
continuous mile. And provided that no 
voting precinct be awarded more than 
two miles each year. 

And further that the Court may- 
withdraw any or all of the propositions 
concerning road building heretofore set 
out, provided it does so before the cit- 
izens have accepted same, and com- 
plied with the terms and conditions im- 
posed upon them thereby. 

And it is further recommended that 
the present system of working dirt 
roads by warning in hands be i 
tinued. And the rate of taxation for 
road and bridge purposes for the year 
1907 be fixed according at 25c on the 
$100 worth of taxable proberty. 



ers at Court House doors. The Road 
Supervisor in making said road beds 
may employ such teams as are necessa- 
ry from persons who have subscribed to 
the building of the noad where such 
teams are used, and that they be al- 
owed $2 50 per day of 10 hours each 
deducted from their subscriptions to 
said road for each team and driver, and 
may employ any of said subscribers 
who are able bodied men, to work on 
said road and allow them, deducted 
from their subscriptions, 10c per hour 
for each hour they are actually engaged 
in work on road; but shall employ no 
person or team unless their services 
are actually needed. And in doing 
said grading the Supervisor shall work 
such county prisoners and delinquent 
capitation tax-payers as are available 
under the law. 

It is further recommended that a 
committee of three which shall include 
the County Judge, shall be appointed to 
inspect and examine such work of ma- 
cademizing as may be done under con- 
tract, which committee shall serve 
without compensation except their nec- 
essary expenses in making said inspec- 
tion. When the committee shall have 
inspected and examined said work and 
approved same, and determined that 
the contract for same has been com- 
pleted and complied with in every re- 
quirement, and shall file a report to 
that effect with the County Judge, the 
Road Supervisor shall draw his war- 
rant to pay for same as per contract 
and same to be approved by the County 
Judge, as required by law. That said 
Committee shall employ some person 

I who is competent and reliable and be- 
yond any undue influence, to be pres- 
ent at all times while metal is being 
placed on said roads under contract, 
whose busines it shall be to see every 
load of stone placed on the roads and to 
see that the contract is in every way 
complied with, and if same is not, to 
mark places and report every deficiency 
to the committee, and said committee 
shall not receive or approve such work 
unless performed and completed ac. 
cording to contract. 

Wheras, persons not own ; ng a stone 
csusher are not in a position to com" 
pete in bidding for putting metal on 
roads, that the greatest competition 

I may be secured, it is recommended 
that the Court direct the County Judge 
and Supervisor acting in conjunction, to 
purchase one rock crusher for the coun- 
ty, and that said Judge and Supervisor 
may rent same at a fair rent value to 
any one contracting with the county to 
macademize road, and that pay for said 
rent be deducted from amount to be 
paid him on contract. 

Whereas, the expense and difficulty 
of hiring teams to run the grader is 
very great, it is further recommended 
that the County Judge and Supervisor 
be directed to purchase one traction

Where are we drifting? What 
will be the condition of our coun- 
ty a few years hence ? What will 
become of the spirit of enter- 
prise that has gainerl footing in 
this part of the country within 
the last few years, and gave us 
an unprecedented growth and de- 
velopment in town and county? 
Where is the person who can see 
a bright future for this section 
unless progressive steps are 
taken? In justice to the powers 
that be, in truth and in earnest, 
there ought to be some plan de- 
vised by which the building of 
good roads should begin this 
year. The recent session of the 
court evidently does not hold 
hope to those who want better 
roads; it only tickles the fancy 
and satisfies the ambition of the 
few who are content to live un- 
der present circumstances. The 
Magistrates alone are responsible 
for this; they are bound to real- 
ize the necessity of better roads; 
they cannot fail to see that their 
action does not meet the require- 
ments; that it is suicidal to take 
a backward step. They are 
bound to know that the public 
roads of this county are the most 
formidable obstructions against 
thrift and enterprise. While 
some of them may feel gratified 
over the defeat of the plans sub- 
mitted by the Commercial Club; 
while they doubtless pride in re- 
ducing the tax, yet, by and by, 
the mistake will finally show up 
with compound interest. It is 
to be regretted that some mem- 
bers of the Court could not rise 
above their prejudices, .prove 
broader than their districts, and 
give to Adair county the first 
thrilling impulse of substantial 
roads — inaugurate a system that, 
in the course of a few years, 
would have secured many miles 
of solid pike. The Club labored 
hard to devise plans with no oth- 
er motive than to best serve the 
entire county. It had no 
thought nor desire to dictate to 
the Court, and no member of it 
was asked or expected to do any 
thing to advance the proposition 
not consistent with an open, hon- 
est presentation of the plans and 
purpose. The Fiscal Court of 
this county can not dodge the re- 
sponsibility by accusing the club 
of unfair motives; it can not 
satisfy the people by wiping out 
the tax and leaving the roads 
almost impassible. The Court in 
justice to the reputation of Adair 
county, in the face of most urgent 
needs, and in obedience to the 
desire of the people, ought to 
reconvene itself, take up the 
road question alone, and estab- 
lish a system that will add to the 
assets of this county each year. 
If we could build 6 miles a year, 
10 years would soon pass and 
hand over to the people 60 miles 
of macadam road. The Club 
will stand hands off, or give its 
assistance.
